To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Orrell  Urban  District 

Council. 

Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Thirty-third  Annual 
Report  of  the  health  and  the  sanitary  conditions  of  the  Urban  District 
of  Orrell  for  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1941.  Population  (Census 
1933,  G,949)  ;  estimated  population  1941,  8,540. 

Births.— There  were  146  live  births,  80  males  and  66  females,  as 
compared  with  138  in  1940,  rate  17-0  per  1,000.  Six  of  these  were 
illegitimate  ;  1940,  1.  The  mean  average  birth  rate  for  the  past  ten 
years  was  15*34.  There  were  5  still  births;  1940,  6.  The  births  ex¬ 
ceeded  the  deaths  by  60;  1940,  21.  The  mean  average  number  of 
births  over  deaths  for  the  past  ten  years  was  28. 

Deaths.— The  number  of  deaths  registered  from  all  causes  belong¬ 
ing  to  the  district  was  86,  45  males  and  41  females  ;  1940,  117;  rate 
10*0  per  1,000.  Inquiries  were  held  on  four  deaths,  1  male  and  3 
females,  one  of  which  was  a  road  traffic  accident.  Twenty-three 
deaths  occurred  in  institutions.  The  deaths  were  distributed  equally 
in  each  Ward.  The  mean  average  death-rate  for  the  past  ten  years 
was  11*96. 

Infantile  Mortality.— There  were  12  infant  deaths  registered, 
6  males  and  6  females  ;  1940,  10  ;  rate  per  1,000  live  births  81,  1940,  64. 
The  average  for  the  past  ten  years  was  60,  and  the  percentage  to  the 
total  deaths  13*9  ;  1940,  8*5.  They  occurred  8  in  the  East  Ward  and 
4  in  the  West  Ward.  Seven  of  the  children  lived  under  one  week, 

2  of  these  under  two  hours.  Four  were  1st  born,  6  2nd  born,  1  4th 
born,  and  1  6th  born.  The  causes  of  death  were  :  5  Premature  Birth, 

3  Congenital  Defects,  1  Weakness  at  Birth,  2  Debility  from  Birth,  and 
1  Broncho  Pneumonia.  In  9  cases  the  parents  were  sole  occupants  of 
the  home,  and  3  of  the  children  died  in  institutions,

Tuberculosis  Regulations,  1912. 


Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  :  Nine  new  cases  were  reported  (2  of  which 
were  not  confirmed),  6  males  and  3  females,  occurring  5  in  the  East 
Ward,  and  4  in  the  West  Ward.  Two  of  the  cases  were  evacuees. 
Institutional  treatment  was  provided  for  6  of  these  cases.  There 
were  3  deaths  registered,  1  male  and  2  females  ;  rate  0-35  per  1,000  ; 
1940,  0-46.  The  number  of  cases  on  the  register  at  the  end  of  the 
year  was  19,  10  males  and  9  females,  giving  a  case  incidence  of  2*2  per 
1,000;  1940,  1-8. 


Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  :  The  new  cases  reported  were  the 
same  number  as  last  year,  13,  9  males  and  4  females,  occurring  10  in 
the  East  Ward,  and  3  in  the  West  Ward.  Their  ages  ranged  from  2  to 
37  years  ;  61  per  cent,  were  11  years  and  under.  Eight  cases  were 
treated  in  hospital.  There  were  2  deaths  registered,  1  male  and  1 
female  ;  rate  0-23  per  1,000,  same  as  1940.  The  number  of  cases  on 
the  register  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  36,  21  males  and  15  females  ; 
case  incidence,  4-2  per  1,000;  1940,  4-2.  The  case  incidence  for  all 
cases  of  Tuberculosis  was  6-44  per  1,000  ;  1940,  6*003. 

Respiratory  Diseases  other  than  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  caused 
6  deaths;  1940,  20;  Bronchitis  2,  Pneumonia  3,  and  the  other  Res¬ 
piratory  Diseases  1  ;  death-rate  0*702  per  1,000 ;  1940,  2*3  ;  per¬ 

centage  to  total  deaths,  6*9  ;  1940,  17*09.  Pneumonia  accounted  for 
11  notifications,  5  males  and  6  females,  occurring  6  in  the  East  Ward 
and  5  in  the  West  Ward.  Seven  of  the  notifications  were  received  in 
the  first  quarter  of  the  year.  Their  ages  ranged  from  9  months  to  62 
years.  Incidence  of  Pneumonia  in  Orrell  per  1,000  of  the  population 
was  1*28;  England  and  Wales,  1*25,

Scarlet  Fever.- — There  were  six  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  notified  ; 
1940,  29.  They  were  distributed  3  in  each  Ward.  All  but  one  case 
occurred  among  children  of  school-going  age.  Case  incidence  0-702 
per  1,000  ;  19-10,  3*39  ;  England  and  Wales  I  *17.

Erysipelas. — Two  cases  were  reported,  occurring  one  in  each  Ward. 
Case  incidence  0-23  per  1,000;  1940,  0-11  ;  England  and  Wales,  0*32. 


Whooping  Cough. — Thirty-fhree  cases  were  notified,  14  males  and 
19  females,  occurring  17  in  the  East  Ward,  and  Mi  in  the  West  Ward. 
Their  ages  ranged  from  C>  months  to  7  years.  Five  of  the  cases  were  of 
school-going  age.  In  6  different  homes  2  inmates  were  affected. 
Case  incidence  3*8f)  per  1,000;  1940,  1*64;  England  and  Wales,  4*39. 


Measles. — There  were  33  cases  of  Measles  notified,  15  males  and  18 
females.  They  occurred,  27  in  tin*  East  Ward  and  6  in  the  West  Ward. 
Their  ages  ranged  from  (i  months  to  33  years  ;  20  cases  were  of  children 
of  schbol-going  age.  Eleven  cases  were  notified  in  the  first  half-year, 
and  15  in.  tin1  month  of  July.  There  were  2  cases  notified  from  one 
household.  Case  incidence  3*86  ;  England  and  Wales,  10*33, 
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Cerebro  Spinal  Fever—  There  was  1  case  notified,  a  male  49  years, 
occurring  in  the  West  Ward.  Case  incidence  (Ml  ;  England  and  Wales, 
0-25. 

Enteric  Fever. — One  case  was  notified,  a  male  16  years,  from  the 
East  Ward.  Case  incidence  CM  1  ;  England  and  Wales,  003. 

Diphtheria. — Notifications  numbered  4;  1940,  20;  2  of  each  sex. 
They  occurred  2  in  either  Ward.  One  case  contracted  the  trouble 
outside  the  area  and  was  transported  into  the  district.  Their  ages 
ranged  from  5  to  16  years.  Two  of  the  cases  were  of  school-going  age. 
Case  incidence,  046  per  1,000  ;  1940,  2-35  ;  England  and  Wales,  1-25. 
There  was  1  death,  aged  5.  Death-rate  0-11  per  1,000;  England  and 
Wales,  0-07. 

Cancer  and  Malignant  Diseases—  There  were  11  deaths  registered, 
7  males  and  4  females  ;  rate  1-28  per  1,000  ;  1940,  1*17  ;  percentage  to 
total  deaths,  12-79;  1940,  8-5.  They  occurred  5  in  the  East  Ward, 
and  6  in  the  West  Ward.  Three  of  the  deaths  were  of  people  over  65 
years  of  age,  one  living  to  82  years.  Parts  affected  :  3  Stomach,  1 
Breast,  2  Buccal  Cavity,  other  sites  5.  There  were  no  deaths  from 
cancer  of  the  Uterus.

Hospital  Accommodation  :  There  is  no  hospital  situated  within  the 
area,  but  the  district  was  well  served  by  general  and  specialised  hospitals. 
Infections  and  Maternity  Cases  received  prompt  attention  ;  41  per 
cent,  of  the  Maternity  cases  occurred  in  Institutions.  Ambulance 
service  was  satisfactory. 

Water  Supply. — The  district  was  supplied  with  water  from  a 
reservoir  at  Bispham  under  contract  >  with  the  County  Borough  of 
Wigan.  The  supply  was  continuous  and  the  quality  good.  No  supple¬ 
mentary  supply  was  available  from  the  neighbouring  townships. 
Shortage  was  experienced  on  days  when  there  was  greatest  demand  on 
the  supply.  Three  miles  of  larger  mains  were  laid.  Sanction  has  now 
been  granted  to  go  ahead  with  the  proposed  new  source  of  supply. 

Pollution  of  Rivers  and  Streams.— No  action  was  taken  during 
the  year. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage.— The  sewerage  was  conveyed  in 
underground  stoneware  pipes,  and  delivered,  by  one  outlet,  by  gravita¬ 
tion,  into  the  main  sewer  of  the  Wigau  Corporation,  and  treated  at 
Hoscar.  Choked  sewer  in  Moor  Road  was  dealt  with  satisfactorily. 
Periodical  flushing  of  the  sewers  and  cleansing  of  settling  tanks  were 
carried  out. 
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Closet  Accommodation.— Forty-three  privy  middens  serve  a 
few  isolated  houses  and  houses  considered  for  demolition  ;  69  closets 
are  attached  to  these  middens.  The  number  of  houses  on  the  water 
carriage  system  was  the  same  as  1940,  2,520;  number  of  fresh  water 
closets,  2,609.  There  were  no  conversions  during  the  year. 


Public  Cleansing.  The  work  of  this  department  was  carried 
out  under  the  direct  supervision  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  by  the 
Council’s  workmen.  The  refuse  was  collected  by  day  by  motor,  and 
deposited  at  the  Council’s  tip.  Some  of  the  refuse  was  employed  to 
reclaim  land. 


Salvage  of  paper,  rags,  bones,  and  scrap  metal,  etc.,  has  made 
satisfactory  progress.  Monthly  reports  were  submitted. 


Schools. — Sanitary  conditions  were  satisfactory.  Mumps  was 
prevalent  in  one  school  during  the  month  of  June.  No  closure  for 
infectious  diseases  was  required. 


Offensive  Trades.— There  were  no  trades  under  this  group 
nor  any  premises  under  the  Rag  Flock  Acts,  1911  and  1928. 

Shops  Acts,  1934. — The  regulations  were  carried  out  satisfactorily. 


Rats. — Requests  for  rat  bait  was  maintained  with  satisfactorv 
results. 

Factory  and  Workshops  Acts. — There  were  32  workshops  on 
the  register.  Inspections  were  made  periodically  and  the  regulations 
were  carried  out  satisfactorily.  One  factory,  a  cotton  spinning  mill, 
was  closed  down. 


Housing  Statistics.— The  density  of  the  population  per  acre  was 
5-2  persons.  All  the  houses,  chiefly  working-class  houses,  were  occu¬ 
pied.  Overcrowding  was  not  serious.  The  distribution  of  the  popula¬ 
tion  according  to  the  number  of  the  houses  was  3-2  persons  per  house. 
A  scheme  for  the  erection  of  24  bungalows  for  housing  aged  persons  had 
to  be  deferred.  There  were  no  new  houses  erected.  Owing  to  the 
severe  winter  numerous  burst  pipes,  defective  gutters  and  down¬ 
spouts,  and  defective  roofs  were  reported.  Repairs  were  delayed  due 
to  shortage  of  labour  and  materials. 

Dairies  and  Cowsheds  Regulations. — The  cows  were  housed 
in  small  shippons  ;  30  were  employed  to  house  about  160  cows.  Then' 
were  17  dairy  farms  and  29  dairymen  or  milk  purveyors  (other  than 
cow-keepers).  Some  of  the  fresh  milk  consumed  in  the  township  was 
imported,  but  most  of  the  supply  was  produced  locally,  and  delivered

promptly.  Routine  cleanliness  in  milking  and  toilet  of  the  cows  call 
for  greater  attention.  Lime-washing  of  the  sliippons  was  delayed  in 
some  instances.  One  cow-keeper  was  licensed  to  produce  (and  bottle) 
“  Accredited  ”  milk.  Samples  of  fresh  milk  were  taken  at  the  request 
of  the  County  Council,  and  were  found  satisfactory  biologically.  The 
dairies,  cowsheds  and  milk  shops  were  inspected  quarterly,  51  visits 
being  paid. 

Meat  Inspection  Acts.— During  inspections  65  lbs.  of  meat 
killed  under  permits  of  the  Food  Office  were  surrendered  as  unfit.
